“T have no greater joy than 
to hear that my children walk 
in truth.” 3 John 4. 


In all ages God has had 
special plans and laws especial- , 
ly adapted to each special age 
or dispensation. But in all His 
dealings with the human fam- 
ily He has been especially care- 
ful that the people of each gen- 
eration or dispensation should 
have the necessary attention 
and instructions that would en- 
able them to walk in the light 
given unto them that in the 
end they should appear before 
Him in the judgment without 
excuse, 

When God created man and 
placed him in the garden of 
Eden, He first offered him the 
blessings of that beautiful 
place, but gave him a law to 
keep, that in so doing he would 
be the recipient of the bless- 
ings that naturally follow obe- 
dience to God. He also at- 
tached the penalty for disobe- 
dience. 


When God called Abraham, 
he obeyed, not knowing where 
he would go, He was just will- 
ing to listen to God and walk 
in His truth. Just to know it| 
was the voice of God was all 
he wanted, for he had it settled 
in his mind and heart to fol-| 
low Him at any cost. 

Moses was willing to walk in 
truth and even go down into} 
Egypt and lead the children of 
Israel out of bondage, but he 
did not go until he had remind- | 
ed God that he was not quali- 
fied, as though God was unable 
to fix him up for the task He 
had called upon him to _per- 
form. Lot, no doubt, wanted to 
be on the mountain top where 
God commanded him to go, 
but something suggested that 
he would fare just as well in 
the city of Zoar, but alas! for 
that little city and all the cities 
of the plain, and all the inhab- 
itants of the plain, God rained 
fire and brimstone and de- 
stroyed all who refused to walk 
in His truth. 

Elijah started tothe top of 
the mountain where God had a 
great blessing in store for him, 
but was no doubt surprised 
when the angel of the Lord ap- 
peared to him under the juni- 
per tree and aroused him from 
his slumber; but soon the angel 
found him asleep again and 
awoke him the .second time, 
and he saw a nice cake and a 
cruse of water close by and 
heard the command, ‘Arise and 
eat” because the journey is too 
great for thee. He did as the 
angel had said and went in the 
strength of that meat for forty 
days and forty nights unto Ho- 
reb. the Mount of God. 

The next time we hear of 
him he is lodged in a cave and 
the voice of the Lord is crying 
out to him. “What -doest thou 
here, Elijah?” 

He at once began to tell the 
Lord how good and obedient he 
had been and also how disobe- 
dient the children of Israel had 
been. 

They had even forsaken the 
Lord’s covenant, thrown down 
His altars, and had slain the 
prophets with the sword. Poor 
old Elijah was the only one left 
and they were after him. 

Right here God gave him a 
command to go forth and stand 
upon the mount before the 
Lord. No doubt Elijah got in 
a hurry to go, for about this 
time the Lord passed by and a 
great strong wind rent the 
mountains and broke the rocks 
in pieces, 

When all this was scarcely 


leave to the mountain top there 
came a great earthquake and 
after the earthquake a fire, and 
the Word tells us the Lord was 
in none of these. 

About this time Elijah ap- 
peared at the entering in of the 
cave with his mantle wrapped 
about his face ready to listen 
to the voice of the Lord and to 
walk in His truth. “What doest 
thou here Elijah?” 

He still maintained his in- 
tegrity but said the children of 
Israel had acted badly, even to 
the slaying of all the prophets 
except himself. 

The Lord here told him to go 
on to the Wilderness of Da- 
mascus and when you_ get 
there you may anoint Hazael 
to be king over Syria. Anoint 
Jehu to be king over Israel. 
Anoint Elisha to be a prophet 
in your room.

Elijah went from here and 
found Elisha plowing in the 
field and threw his mantle on 
him, and Elisha ran after him 
and said, ‘Let me, I pray thee, 
kiss my father and my mother, 
and then I will follow thee.” 

Elisha followed on even 
across the Jordan till Elijah 
was taken up from him, and 
Elijah’s mantle fell on him, 


then he returned to the other. 
side of Jordan from whence he'

Just here the Lord informed 
them that He had seen Satan 
as lightning fall from heavy, 
also said, “I give unto you pow- 
er to tread on serpents and 
seorpions, and over all the 
power of the enemy, and noth- 
ing shall by any means hurt 
you. Notwithstanding in this 
rejoice not that the spirits are 
subject unto you; but rather 
rejoice because your names are 
written in heaven.” i 

This same Lord is alive yet, 
and forever more, thank God, 
and is able to do more for us 
than we ask or even think, 

Let us follow closely after 
Him and obey His precious 
Word, so He can say of us as 
He did of these faithful ones, 
that our names are written in 
heaven. 

When the question arose as 
to who the world had decided 
that Jesus really was He asked 
His disciples, “Whom do ye say 
that Iam?” Peter at once re- 
plied, ‘Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.” 

He replied to Peter, “Thou 
art Peter, and upon this rock I 
will build my church; and _ the 


gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it.” 

This is the first time in the 
New Testament that we have 
found any mention made of the 
Church. 

The Lord’s faithful few had 
all along the way been looking 
for something special and now 
He had broken the news to 
them, However, as usual, they 
seemed to be unable to com- 
prehend just what He meant by 
the “Church.” 

During His first association 
with them it was hard for them 
to understand what He meant 
when He mentioned the king- 
dom to them. Even when He 
told them to go to Jerusalem 

1] wait for the promise of the 
Father, they asked Him, ‘Are 
you going to restore again the 
kingdom to Israel?” 

Of course they wanted to 
know things and He _ wanted 
them to know, but He had His 
own way of teaching them. 

They had to follow on and 
walk in truth to learn the 
blessed lessons that made them 
love Him better and be more 
anxious to follow Him further, 
and see just what He still had 
in store for them. This close 
walk with Jesus, instead of be-
